Or you can write 
to both your Senators, to your 
Congressman, and to the White 
House, protesting the whole non- 
sensical business.

The Council President said, 
“this is not a law to penalize any 
person. It is, instead, a law de- 
signed to protect our citizens by 
bringing all motor vehicles to a 
minimum standard of safety—a 
law we have needed for many 
years.” . 


In answer to a question con- 
cerning what would happen if a 
motor vehicle failed to pass the 
inspection Cooper said the owner 
of the vehicle must have the de- 
fects causing rejection corrected 
within a period of fiye days and 
the vehicle remMspected. ` 


“If the vehicle fails to pass the 
second inspection and the inspec- 
tor is certain it will rot, be able 
to meet the required standards 
for safety, then the registration 
of that particular vehicle will be 
revoked: and it will not be allowed 
to operate on the streets and 
highways of this state.” 


The safety official said that too 
many people have considered driv- 
ing a motor vehicle as a right. 
“Driving is not a right,” he said. 
“It is a privilege, and no per- 
son should be allowed to ‘endanger 
his Tife or.the life of his fellow 
man by. driving a motor vehicle 
which is mechanically unsafe.” 


He said there were thousands 
of automobiles on the highways 
of Mississippi which should have 
been in a junk yard years ago. 

“These vehicles with no lights 
or brakes; with worn tires and 
loose steering apparatus are noth- 
ing more than accidents looking 
for a place to happen, and this 
same type of vehicle is involved 
in thousands of accidents each 
year,” he said. “The Inspection 
Law will either force these vehi- 
cles to become mechanically safe 
or they will be piled with the 
rest of the junk.” - 


Cooper stated that the Missis- 
sippi Safety Council studied the 
Inspection Law for two years be- 
fore recommending it to the Leg- 
islature. 


“Every state,” he said, “having į 


such a law has a traffic accident 
and death rate far below those 
states not requiring motor vehicle 
inspection. 

“We believe the average Mis- 
sissippian will be glad to correct 
any defects found in his vehicle 
by an inspection, and we urge all 
people to cooperate with the 
Highway Patrol and inspection sta- 
tion when the law is enforced.” 
The Inspection Law as sponsored 
by the Mississippi Safety Council 
and passed by the Legislature sets 
up privately-owned stations li- 
eensed aid bonded by the state. 
The enforcement of the law will 
be under the Highway Safety 
Patrol through a Motor Vehicle 
Inspection Bureau. 

Cooper said the Bureau was 
functioning and the Rules and 
Regulations governing the inspec- 
tions and stations are now being 

ocessed, 

The Council President stated 
that the Inspection Law was only 
the first step toward moderniz- 
ing the states traffic code. 

“although the Inspection Law 
will be a big factor in traffic ac- 
cident prevention, we must take 
our 1938 traffic code and revise it 
to meet modern-day driving condi- 
tions. We killed 549 people last 
year, and we cannot allow this 
staggering figure to pass unnotic- 
ed,” he said. . ‘ 

Future legislative recommenda- 
tions. will include tighter restric- 
tiong on driving and drivers as well 
as compulsory Driver-Training for 
young potential drivers. - i

Sen, Kennedy Issues 
Statement In Support Of 
Rural Electrics 


Washington, U. C. (NRECA) — 
Democratic Presidential Candidate 
Sen. John Kennedy (Mass.) issued a 
statement this week in suppo“t of 
the rural electrification program, 
saying, “In place of the govern- 
ment-led campaigns against the 
rural electrics there must be a 
climate of friendly encouragement” 
for these systems, 

“I have this assurance for the 
rural families of America,” Ken- 
nedy said, “and especially for 
those men and women who brought. 
electric light and power to rural 
America with the help of REA: 

1. Under the next Democratic 
Administration, the Administrator 
og REA will apply no political tests 
to REA loan applications. He will 
be directel fo approve any loan 
that meets the traditional stand- 
ards of merit and feasibility devel- 
oped under the 25-year-old Rural 
Electrification Act. 

“2. When first enacted it was 
clear that Congress intended REA 
policies to be keyed to economic 
growth. We must be true to 
that, intention, and work sympa- 
thetically with rural electric sys- 
tems to meet the increasing de- 
mands for electricity: in rural 
areas. This means generation and 
transmission loans when such loans 
are feasible and will help solve a 
power shortage or reduce costs. 

“3, In place of governntent-led 
campaigns against; the rural elec- 
trics there must be a climate of 
friendly encouragement. The ex- 
perience and knowledge that rural 
electrification men and women have 

accumulated in the last quarter 


of a century must be used to help 
us develop the solutions to the 
rural electrification problems bf 
the future. For this is not a time 
to stop or hold back. It ig a time 
to advance, The power needs of 
the future will dwarf the power 
needs of today. 

“4. REA Co-ops are not social- 
istic. The funds they receive from 
Federal Government are not gifts 
or subsidies. They are business 
loans, repayable with interest. Re- 
payments are well ahead of sched- 
ule.
